liquidation, reaction 
and

ment. 


The common analysis now is that 


there is also liquidation and readjust- 
ment, but unlike the condition in 1921 
there is not much to li<tui<Lua or re- 
adjust. At that time there had been 
a long period ol heavy production and 
there had been, very high prices. This 
time there has been oniy 
a short 


period of particularly heavy produc- 
tion, while there hare not been high 
prices at all. In ths past 12 months 
furnace coke has tcarcely "been above 
H.50 at any time, while la L920 there 
was a period of fully -seven months in 
which, it -was above $10, and for four 
months or more it -was aboYu ?15. 


The pig iron and steel ciarketa in 


general are so extremely dull that thb 
very dullness furnishes the twst argu- 
ment that there must soon be a turn 
for the better. "Whenever the market 
gets to a point where it cannot grow 
any worse ft soon grows better. There 
are no definite signs of any revival 
being on the way, but-it is generally 
3-Tpected that improvement will begin 
soon, and some observers predict im- 
provement In 30 days or at -he middle 
of Attguat

Any Improvement in the Iron and: 


steel trade generally -will tn- reflected 
promptly in an innprovemrat in the

usual the beehive ovens have had to 
bear the brunt of the decrease in coke 
L-onstrmiptlon.

the by-product ovens have a steadier 
operation. One reason Is that the by- 
product ovens are owned largely h>y 
consumers, while a more important 
reason is that it Is very Injurious to 
them to grow cold.

IdeAS entertained la the latter pan 


ot June, that the steel market was al- 
ready as dull as it could be, have had 
to fca modified. Ttta market has been 
distinctly quieter thus far this month 
aad there is no sign indicating an 
early improvement. Some observers 
hoW, on general principles, that im- 
provement will begin at tha middle of 
August. 


In tiie steel trade as a whole, the 


bookings since July 1 have probably 
averaged less than 26 per 
cent 
of 


capacity. About 15 per cent of capac- 
ity is engaged on old business, 
in- 


cluding rails and freight car material, 
also the excess of fabricated 
steel 


bookings of a few months ago over the 
current bookings. Thus an operation 
ot 35 to 40 per cent -would be indi- 
cated, and mill operations are esti- 
mated to be running in that neighbor- 
hood, probably rearer 40 per 
csnt 


than 35 per cent. 


The official report of steel ingot 


production in June showed a 
1 tonnage 


ot 47.4 per cent^of estimated capacity, 
and with the rolling of steel previ- 
ously made finished steel -production 
was at about 55 per 
cent in 
the 


month, shipments being approximate- 
ly the same. This 1> a better ihow- 
inj than wa? estimates at the 
time, 


and the point is important, illnstrat- 
ing a phenomenon observed occasion- 
any in a dull spell, of mills underrat- 
ing their operations In their trade 
talk. Pear of their competitors be- 
coming jealous and suspecting price 
cnttlng Is presumably the underlying 
motive for this modesty.

Perhaps it would 
be Tnore exact to say, or would more 
correctly express tb-e seotmient of 
the operators to say that no effort 
was made to keep up the record by 
bringing output back to tb« pre-holi- 
day figure, which has been tlw more 
or less invariable rule with respect to 
holiday suspensions.
